There are two standard varieties 
of field com, known as dent com 
and Hint com. The grains of the 
dent variety are weilge shapetl and 
are dented on top of the grain. Tlie 
dent varieties are larger and gener- 
ally give a greater yield to the acre. 
This kind .should have the richest of 
.soil and to l)e planted where there is 
the most moisture in the soil. The 
dent has several colors, is generally 
used for meal, for ensilage and is 
the standard seed for the com grow- 
ing States. It reejuires .‘klO pound.s 
of water to be taken up through the 
roots of dent corn to pnaluce one 
pound of dry com. It must have 
a deep .soil to have that much moist- 
ure, or the rains must lie very fre- 
quent to provide that quantity of 
water. 

The Hint kernels are hard and 
smooth and have an oily appearance. 
The stalks are not so large as the 
dent. Will grow to its utmost ca- 
imcity on thinner .soils, and i.s better , 
adapted to rolling laniis. it only re-, 
quires about 2.‘W pounds of water to ! 
pa.ss through the roots of Hint corn, j 
grinds into excellent meal fortalile, 
ll.se. I

dent which will mature in the .South ; 
in ninety days. There is one calleii ! 
"Indiaiia Kiirly” that will mature, 
in Tenne.s.see in ninety days. It is! 
Iiopular, and might give .satisfaction , 
in Colorado. Thi-rc originated ini 
Iowa a variety called “Silver Mine” | 
which is a quick growing kind, and 
will lie hard in ninety days from time j 
of iilanling. The warmer the cli-| 
mate, the quicker the maturity. i
